Dr.   James    Mills,   M.A.,  LL.D. 

President  of  the  Ontario  Agricultural  College,  1S79-1904 

JAMES  MILLS,  M.A.,  was  appointed  President  of  the  Ontario  Agricultural 
College  in  1870.  The  difficulties  the  new  principal  faced  were  many  and 
grievous-  -in  discipline,  in  organization,  in  curriculum,  and  in  outside 
relations.  Through  them  all  the  Principal  moved  his  way  steadfastly  to  an 
appointed  goal.  He  established  discipline,  he  secured  unity  of  management, 
and  he  designed  a  curriculum  that  made  the  institution  a  college  and  not  merely 
a  trade  school.  The  system  of  agricultural  education  established  in  those 
twenty-five  years  from  1879  to  1904  attracted  students  from  all  parts  of  the 
world,  and  trained  men  who  ,nv  mnv  filling  positions  of  importance  and  influence 
in  all  countries  where  agriculture  is  regarded  as  a  science.  This  same  system 
has  trained  men  for  practical  farming,  and  the  graduates  and  associates  of  the 
college  are  among  the  successful  fanners  in  every  Province  of  Canada.  He 
disarmed  political  criticism  and  popularized  the  insin  in  ion  .miong  the  farmers. 
Under  his  management  the  college  grew  front  ,u\  insignificant  lightly-regarded 
objei  t  lor  "daws  to  peck  at"  into  one  of  the  mosl  considerable  centres  of  Can-

IN  the  death  of  Dr.  J.  Hugo  Reed,  V.S i  January  13th,  following  a  short 
hut  painful  illness,  the  College  lost  one  of  its  best  friends  and  ntosl  ardent 

advocates.  One  l>\  one  the  ,,ld  eatinU  who  nude  and  developed  our  t  ,,llee,c 
course  are  dropping  out  and  none  will  lie  more  greatly  missed  and  more  lovingly 
remembered  by  students  and  staff  alike  than  the  late  Dr.  Reed. 

Dr.  Reed  was  born  ai  Georgetown  72  years  ago  and,  following  a  successful 
course  in  Veterinary  .Science,  took  up  practice  in  the  city  of  Guelph  in  1883, 
where,  after  a  decade  of  wide  and  varied  experience,  he  joined  the  stall  of  the 
College  on  December  31st,  1892.  Dr.  Reed  was  an  outstanding  figure  on  the 
College  staff  for  over  30  years,  where  he  taught  in  his  own  inimitable  manner, 
Anatomy,  Materia  Medica,  Pathology  and  Obstetrics,  and  reluctantly  relin- 
quished his  work  in  1923  owing  to  his  having  reached  die  age  limit. 

Dr.  Reed  has  passed,  but  his  memory  still  lots  and  will  survive.  He  was 
a  great  admirer  of  animals  and  a  faithful  friend  of  mankind.  All  those  who 
had  the  privilege  of  taking  lectures  under  him  will  never  forget  Ins  attachment 
to  the  old  grey  mare,  the  bob-tailed  black,  the  pacer  and  little  doe,  Teddy. 
He  really  loved  his  pets,  but  he  loved  his  friends  more,  and  the  student,  whether 
he  gave  "at  least  apparent  attention"  in  class  or  not,  never  had  a  stauncher, 
truer  friend  than  Dr.  Reed,  who  always  would  forgive  and  forget.  Truly  may 
it  be  said  of  him  that  hi-  works  live  after  him.
